Concerning the welfare ot Abr&haa Hochaan, the 
foreign Office's Working Group on Euaan righta haa 
responded to our Stubassy in Buenos Aires's inquiries 
that the Argentine Government has no record of his 
oetention, nor any information regarding hia whereabouts. 


The U.S. Congressional interest in this matter 
nas been ccftt&unicateu tc the loreign Office. Our 
embassy will continue to seek information on this 
case and will ;;eep you informed oi any further developments.
